The onlv kind of a position which 
possibly would appeal to him is a Feder- 
al Judgeship, and such an office is not 
available at this time. 

The two men reviewed conditions la 
Kentucky, and Mr. Taft expressed re 
gret that the State did not go Republi- 
can on election day. Mr. Fairleigh 
gave it as his opinion that the primary 
causes of the loss of the State were the 
night riders' raids and the activity of 
the liquor interests in behalf of certain 
candidates on the Democratic ticket. 

Reports emanating from Kentucky 
sources since election day have cieated 
the impression that the State Commit- 
tee was not as zealous in behalf of the 
national ticket as it might have been, 
but the Louisville attorney told Mr. | 
Taft that it had done the best it knew 
BOW, 

The future of the Republican party 
n Kentucky, Tennessee and other 
Southern States where Mr. Taft made 
material gains, particularly among the 
white voters, was the subject of some 
cussion. While Mr. Taft has not yet 
fun to think of 1912, he is not over- 
king any opportunity to store up in- 
formation that may be of value in the 
next presidential campaign. 

The fact that he deemed it worth 
while to spend an hour or two with a 
of Mr. Fairleigh's type would seem 
idicate that in seeking counsel upon 
political matters he does not intend to 
ict himself intirely to men identi- 
fied with the national campaign — Louis- 1 
ville Herald.

Value of a Day Spent With a 
State Highway Commissioner. 

ROADMAKING POINTS GAINED.

Though some of 
ft . in were built a do7.en years ago aud 
have never been treated with oil or 
tar or auy special preparation, they 
w«re In perfect condition except for 
w>:ae few spots where the autos are 
a«tug their destructive work, and the 
need of a little trap rock dust to pro- 
tect the Becond course of stone Is ap- 
parent. 

One of Um first points noticed on 
this trip was that the state roads out- 
hb\e of the villages were smoother thau 
th.se pMleWtlm with them that are 
under (he care of the municipalities, 
pays Charles S. Long In the Good 
Road* M.iK i/.ine.

There are many miles of gravel 
roads within the state of Connecticut 
which are as smooth— to use a term 
that Is becoming familiar as applied 
Improved roads— as a billiard table, 
and when, after a year or so of traffic, 
they are given the surfacing of trap 
rock splluters It Is difficult to note the 
difference in appearance from mac- 
u. This construction affords a 
hard, smooth nnd durable surface. 

On this official tour of Inspection 
there was Included a stretch of telford 
miction. Here the travel path 
had been excavated to a depth of a 
foot below grade line, and then the 
large stoue for the first or bed course 
was laid. In doing this class of work

How Yale's Football Hero Col- 
lapsed -*fter Ticers' Defeat. 

SOOTHED BY HIS BROTHER. 



Coach Tells Remarkable Story of the 
Great Fullback'a Hy»i«ria Following 
the Gridiron Battle at Princeton. 
Fortunes of Game Rested Upm Him.
